At length the diplomatic break between the United States and 
Germany has come, a telegram: to hand yesterday definitely announo- 
ing that relations had been severed. The conflagration. began in 
Europe hes thus spread to the Western Hemisphere, end the whole 
world mey now practically be said to ba at war. There are atill s 
few of the neutral nations that have managed to keep.ontside 
the quarrel, bat the tendencies at the moment are that they:too will 
. goon be forced to declare their enmity towards the most barbarous sod 
- the most unscrupulous country in the world. So fir as America ia 
concerned, woless she were prepsred to sacrifice her last shred of 

self-reepoot and national honour, the break had to come. Larg before 
Germany's dcclaration to the wholo world that she intended fl sating 
all the lawn of humanity, co far ad warfare on the sea was concerned, 
the United States bad suffered ianamerable insults and namiliations 
at the hands of the enemy of oivilicatioa, Ic cannot therefore be 
. esid thet America has been over-besty in her decision. On the con- 
trary, tho beit eloments in American life, whether at home or abroad, 
have been pained beyond measure that it has teken President Wilson 
clore on threo years to make his mind up, when, from the very com- 
menooment of (he war, it was apparent that Germany had deliberate- 
aly declared herself as the enemy of those principles of liberty and
